Atlanta Teachers 
Vote to Affiliate 
WithLaborUnions 


Action Had Been Con- 
templated for Some 
Time, Step Having Been 
Recommended by Direc- 
tors. 


The Atlanta Public School Teach- 
ers’ association, at a full member- 
ship meeting Monday afternoon, 
voted unanimously to affiliate with 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades. 
This action had been contemplated 
for some time, the directors having 
voted several weeks ago recom- 
mending tuch a step to the~@sso- 
clation, =. 

Delegates from the teachers’ as- 
sociation will, in the future, attend 
the bi-monthly meetings of the 
federation of trades. 

The report of the pubDifctty com- 
mittee, presented by Miss Julia 
Riordan, gave out a number of 
facts in regard to teachers’ salaries. 
Statistics from questionnaires, sent 
out more than a month ago to 38 
progressive cities, showed that At- 
from 
$35 to $40 less than the average 
salary paid in this group of cities; 
that high school teachers receive 
from $218 to $500 per year less 
than the average, and that prin- 
cipals of grammar and high schools 
receive from $880 fo $2,260 per year 
less than the average. 

Miss Riordan stated that replies 
to the questionnaires also brought 
out the fact that the c'ties heard 
from had increased the salaries of 
their teaching forces during the 
past two years from 60 to 100 per 
cent, and that according to the 
standards of those cities, the 
amount of increase recently re- 
quested by the Atlanta’ teachers 
was very modest, since if it be 
granted it will still elave salaries 
of Atlanta teachers below the max- 
imum salaries paid in the cities re- 
ferred to. 

C. E. Phillips, president of the as- 
sociation, and Miss Mary Barker, 
secretary, gave interesting accounts 
of a recent visit to Chicago, where 
they went as delegates to the con- 
vention of the American Federa- 
tion of Teachers. 

Much pride is expressed by the 
local instructors in the fact that 
the Atlanta unit has the secorsd 
largest membership in the country, 
being exceeded in numbers only by 
the New York citl local.

Washington, January 12.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Decision to 
withdraw the American troops 
from Siberia upon the completion 
of the repatriation of the Czecho- 
Slovak forces next month has been 
reached by the American gpvern- 
ment. 

The troops were sent to Siberia 
in accord with an agreement» be- 
tweeg the United States, Japan and 
the entante powers to aid the 
Czechs and proteet the Siberian 
railroad and Japan has been/ noti- 
fied by the United States of the 
cancellation of that agreement, in 
so far as it affects the presence of 
an American military expedition. 

Rail Commission to Leave. 

When the Czechs have been re- 
moved, the American railroad com- 
mission, headed by John F. Stev- 
ens, which has been in Russia 
since before the fall of the former 
ezar’s government, will leave Vliad- 
ivostok for home and the Amer- 
ican soldiers, under Major Genera) 
Graves, will follow as soon as 
transports can be made available. 
Presumably the same ships which 
are to take the Czecho-Slovaks 
across the Pacific will be used. Two 
of these vessels, the President 
Grant and America, are expected 
to leave New York within a few 
days. P 

With the departure of the Amer- 
icans, Japan will be left alome to

In 
reply to this resoultion, the state 
department said the purpose of 
sending the expedition was solely 
to assist the Czechs ahd to guard 
the railroad in the meantime. 

It is not known here what Japan's 
policy will be now she will be obliged

As one of their most important 
actions yesterday in an all day ses- 
sion members of the finance com- 
mittee of council voted to appro- 
priate $45,000 to pay the cost of the 
work required of the city in the 
matter of the proposed widening 
and repaving of Spring street. It 
now becomes assured that this proj- 
ect will go forward without much 
longer delay. 

When the committee met Monday 
morning to make up the tentative 
January budget a big problem con- 
fronted it. It was found that the 
actual ineome probably would be 
about $4,700,000, while the expenses 
of the city are expected to go ovér 
$4,000,000. 

Informal discussion appeared to 
bring out unanimous opinion that a 
substantial increase must be grant- 
ed the public school teachers, and 
with this done virtually no money 
will. be left over to take care of 
a number of public improvements 
regarded a simperative and which 
will cost in-the aggregate well over 
half a million dollars. | 

Emergency Tax Plan. 

The resolution providing for the 
levy of an emergency tax of one- 
fourth of 1 per cent referred to the 
committee by council at its last 
meeting will be taken up later in 
the week. It was said the com- 
mittee will most likely be in ses- 
sion the remainder of the week to 
complete the sheet. 

Heads of the police, fire, water- 
works and streets departments, ap- 
peared before the committee and 
outlined their needs for thg year. 
Numeroys salary raises were ask- 
ed for which the committee appear- 
ed disposed to grant. 

Decision to set aside a sum suf- 
ficient to pay the salary of six ad- 
“gional plain clothes men in the po- 
licS department, tn-accordance with 
a request of J. W. Maddox, chair- 
men of the police commission, and 
Police Chief J. L. Beavers was made 
by the committee. 

Twenty-one thousand dollars was 
Placed in the budget to improve and 
maintain the three sewage disposal 
Plants of the city. To streets $60,- 
000 additional was appropriated, and 
the committee favored the pur- 
chase of the following new equip- 
ment for the construction depart- 
ment: 

One &-ton tandem roller, one re- 
volving broom, two sprinklers, two 
1-ton trucks, three 244-ton trucks, 
three trailars, one 200-gallon as- 
phalt kettle, one outfit of hand 
tools for a new asphalt squad, ag- 
gregating $23,000. 

Provide for Cyclorama. 

The committee indicated,that it 
was its purpose to make provision 
for the cyclorama fund in accord- 


ance with the law passed by the 
Georgia general assembly several 
years ago, the constitutionality of 
which was recently upheid by the 
Georgia supreme court. 

This law provided that effective 
with the passage of the law, which 
was enacted in 1915, the city coun- 
cil be required to set aside a sum 
of $10,000 annually, together with 
the receipts of the cyclorama, which 
have ranged from $7,000 to $10,000 
annually until the &sunr of $100,000 
shall -have aecumulated, this sum 
to be expended in building a suita- 
ble structure, for the cyclorama 
painting. ‘

Executive Board. of the 
League of Nations to 
Meet in Paris at 10:30 
Next Friday Morning. 


NO REPRESENTATION 
FOR UNITED STATES 


As this Government Has 
Not Yet Ratified the 
Treaty—Council Is Ex- 
pected to Set Up Num- 
ber of Commissions. 


Washington, ‘Tanuary 12.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today issued the call 
for the first meeting of the coun- 
cil of the league of nations to be 
held at Paris at 10:30 a. m. Friday. 
It was directed to the ambassadors 
of the entente nations which have 
become a paty to the exchange of 
ratifications of the treaty of Ver- 
Sailles, and will not be made public 
until it has been transmitted by 
them to their governments. 

The call, which was very brief, 
was issued by the president in ac- 
cord with the terms of the treaty. 
The United States will not be rep- 
resented at the meeting of the coun- 
cil, which is expected to provide for 
the setting up of a number of com- 
missions, immediate creation of 
which tocarry out certain provisions 
of the treatyis mandatory. 

Nations to Be Represented, 

Paris, January 12.—At the meet- 
ing of th eexecutive council of the 
feague of nations, which is to be 
held in the ministry of foreign af- 
fairs January 16, the participating 
nations will be represented as fol- 
lows:

Washington, January 12.—One of 
the most adroit and successful cases 
of liquor smuggling into the Sacro- 
sanct district of Columbia came to 
the attention of The , Constitution 
bureau today. | 

Just before Christm®s the Polish 
minister to the United States, Prince 
Casimar Lubomirski, was the joy- 
ful recipient of a cargo of assorted 
drinkables from Europe. It is un- 
derstood to have consisted of 100 
bottles of pre-war Scotch whisky 
and several dozen cases of choice 
champagne, On the shipment’s ar- 
rival in New York the Polish lega- 
tion attempted to have the wet goods 
forwarded to Washington by the 
usual railroad route. To Prince 
Lubromirski’s chagrin it proved im- 
possible to send them by rail, as no 
transportation company wa®S willing 
to undertake a guaranteed of deliv- 
ery. 

It was represented to the distin- 
guished and thirsty Pole that liquor 
shipments nowadays are more often 
stolen thah delivered. He was told 
of the reported disappearance of two 
gross of champagne consigned to his 
colleague, Baron de Cartler, the Bel- 
gian ambassador, and of the story 
that a whole trainload of gin was 
“lost” en route to the Atlantic sea- 
board from the middle west. 

Prince Lubomirski was advised to 
send his priceless consignment south 
by special motor truck and decided 
to do so. Before he could arrange 
matters word of his intentions mys- 
teriously got about. A couple of 
dayevlater a motor truck, loaded 
with goods answeri in general to 

e description abo mentioned, 
duly arrived at the district frontjer. 
Bills of lading and other documents 
were found to be in order, as well as 
other documents attesting that the 
truck was on its way to 3147 Six- 
teenth street, which is the Polish 
legation. The excise and police of- 
ficials on duty were suspicious and 
declined to permit the truck to cross 
the boundary line. 

The truckmen, unperturbed, sug-

~ SEEMS IN SIGHT 


American Refining Com- 
pany Fixes 143-4 Cents 
Pound as the Wholesale 
Price—T his Ought to 
Mean Lower Price to 
_Consumer. 


New York, January 12.—<A price of 
14% cents a pound for granulated 
Sugar refined from the new crop 
has been established for the whole- 
sale and manufacturing trade by the 
American Sugar Refining compa- 
ny, it announced tonight. When 
the refining price was fixed at 9 
cents by the sugar equalization 
board, it allowed a profit of one- 
half cent a pound to wholesalers 
and one cent to retailers, making 
the retail price 1014 cents. Allow- 
ing middlemen an additional profit 
of one cent a pound, making their 
margin 2% cents because of the 
higher basic price and increased 
overhead expenses, the price per 
pound to the consumer would be 
17%4c, or considerably less than the 
prevailing retail price. ™~ 

Export Business Refused. 

The statement of the refining 
company disclosed that it is de- 
clining all export business until 
sugar conditions in this country 
become easier and that in 1919 it 
delivered more sugar to the do- 
mestic trade than in several years. 
Since the shortage began last Sep- 
tember, deliveries have averaged 
125,000,000 pounds a month, most of 
it east of the Pittdburg-Buffalo 
ilne. 

“Following the custom ‘ the 
trade in normal times,” th@ com- 
pany’s statement said, “we are an- 
nouncing an opening price of bulk 
granulated sugar refined from new 
crop raw sugars of 15 cents a 
pound f.o.b. refinéry, less 2 per 
cent cash discount, based on the 
present market for new crop raw 
sugar. This means a net price to 
the wholesale and manufacturing 
trade of less. than 14% cents a 
pound. 

“While we have been offered ex- 
port business for 1920 delivery in 
great volume, yet se far we have 
declined aii this foretgn business, 
holding our refining capacity for 
domestic business until sugar con- 
ditjons in this country become 
easier. : 

Sugar for Domestic Trade. 

“During the year 1919-just closed, 
we have delivered more sugar to 
the domestic trade than in several 
years. Since the start of the pres- 
ent sugar shortage last September, 
we have delivered over 600,000,000 
pounds of refined sugar to the do- 
mestic trade, being an average of 
125,000,008 pounds per month. ln 
December, the month of shortest 
supplies, we delivered over 52,000,000 
pounds, and during the first twelve 
days of January we have delivered 
over 14,000,000 pounds. 

“A large part of these deliveries 
have been made since the estab- 
lishment of distributing zones on 
October 15, Mmiting our deliveries 
to the territory east ef the Pitts- 
burg-Buffalo line. All these de- 
liveries have been at thé govern- 
ment price of 9 cents f.0.b. re- 
finery, less 2 per cent cash dis-

Be Instituted Against 
Parson. 


Cedartown, Ga. January N.— 
(Special.)—Following the attack 
made upon him yesterday from the 
pulpit by Rev. 
pastor of the Methodist church of 
Tallapoosa, for granting bail tv 
Grover Little, convicted murderer, 
pending an appeal to the supreme 
court, Judge F. A. Irwin, of the Tal-

Little, who was convicted of mur- 
recommendation fo!

1919, was granted bail Thursday in 
the sum of $15,000. Immediatel 
after his conviction last summe 
Little made a motion for new trial, 
which was denied by Judge Irwin. 
Little then made application for bail 
pending an appeal to the supreme 
court, and this was granted. 

“At the, hearing of the applica- 
tion,” Judge Irwin said, “it was 
shown that. Little is affected with 
tuberculosis and was a menace tc 
the keepers of the jail and its in- 
mates, who were constantly ex- 
posed.

Co-opeiation ®etween all sovial 
agencies, said the speaker, is twe 
only way in which success can he 
attained in the mutual effort tu cur- 
rect conditions existing in the 
country. One organization, he con- 
tinued. can do a vast amvuunt of 
good, but not nearly so great as 
when allied with the operations of 
ether social agencies, with the 
same ultimate muotive, although the 
field and manner of operation may 
differ. 

“The problem of children at 
work,” said Dr. Lovejoy. “is not just 
a simple question of removing chil- 
dren from industry. There must be 
somewhere to put them after they 
have been taken from industrial 
labor. We can't have them dangling 
in the abstract. Schools must be 
provided.” 

Dr. Lovejoy also said that the 
5,500,000 illiterates in the country— 
4.000.000 of whom are native-bLuern 
Americans—are not all illiterate fe- 
cause they have refused to acecrpt 
an edueation. He derided the pop- 
vlar sayine that “‘any child can get 
an ediueation who wants it.” 

Health Education Needed. 


The speaker also. stressed 
need of health education iin the 
United States to co-ordinate itself 
with the other educational methods. 

In stressing the needs for  in- 
creased educational facilities, Dr. 
Lovejoy said that the immense pro- 
gram of Americanization that is ab- 
solutely necessary to the country’s 
future welfdre will depend on the 
education of the children, for-ign 
and native-born, into the ideals of 
America. : 

The meeting was presided over 
by Kendall Weisiger, chairman of 
the central council ° of social 
agencies. 

The announcement was made »y 
Dr. Lovejoy that the National Con- 
ference of Social Work will hold its 
annual convention in New Orleans 
in April, at which the attendance :f 
every active social worker in the 
country is desired.

With the ratification today of the 
suffrage amendment by Orewon suf- 
fragists will be able to point in 
their campaigns of other states to 
the fact that twenty-five states out 
of the total of thirty-six necessary 
for ratification have approved the 
amendment. 

The suffragist leaders will concen- 
trate efforts on the five states— 
Maryand, New Jersey, Virginia, Mis- 
sissippi and South Carolina—whose 
legislatures meet this month in reg- 
ular session and are endeavoring to 
have special sessions called in eight 
other states which are deemed fa- 
vorable. 

“There are approximately 28,000,- 
000 women of voting age in the 
United States,” the party asserted

The difficulty of making a story 
about him interesting is therefore 
apparent. 

He is an American by birth, and 
was educated in France, which, with 
the paling of German musical prop- 
aganda, we are learning, knows how 
to turn out some excellent artists 
He did not wait for America to go 
into the war, but he entered the am- 
bulance service of France in the 
first year of the great conflict. 
Paris did not forget him asa pianist 


pe he was serving her at the 
ront, 


and when he returned last 
February to the Parisian concert 
stage, it was to repeat his artistic 
trimphs of before-the-war times. 

There is little to be said of him. 
therefore except that he is a mag- 
nificent musician. Of this he gave 
persona] proof on a former appear- 
ance in Atlanta, when a tentative 
tour in this country was interrupted 
by the events of 1914 and the call 
to arms. 

He might be called a man’s musi- 
cian, so big is his personality. like 
his person, and so virile his style, 
except that the heroic in ar artist 
is as much an ideal with women 
who love music as with men. It is 
seldom, however, that there is op- 
portunity for artistic laudation to be 
offered before a musician who pre- 
serves, im spite of the intensity, of 
absorption which art demands of its 
devotees, a physique as robust and 
imposing, a temperament as appar- 
ently wholesome, although fervent.

“The United States senate has <a 
gr@at constitutional duty to perform 
in relation to the treaty, and it 
sheuld discharge that duty without 
fufther delay.

erless to even begin tc cope with 
the situation without our aid. 

What the suffering nations and 
their would-be saviors need most is 
money with which to buy food and 
raw materials. 

Of money there is little in those 
countries; but they have the latent 
resources, so credit extended to 
them now is equivalent to cash. 

Sir William estimates that two 
billion pounds sterling, one-half of 
which would be. administered 
through the German government, is 
required to adequately meet the 
situation. | 

America has the money—plenty 
of it; our banks are fairly bursting 
with it. 

Not only should the credit asked 
for by Secretary Glass be granted, 
but it should be only the beginning 
of a great American manifestation 
of sympathy and helpfulness that 
will not cease until there is not a 
hungry child in the whole world! 

Surrounded by plenty, living off 
the fat of the richest land in the 
world and making money as never 
before—America must not falter in 
her humane duty to unfortunates 
who now turn to us for help.

Says Fulton Should Constitute | 
- Single Congressional District 


By Sam W. Small. 

The census of 1920 is now being 
taken and one of its effects should 
be to make Fulton county into a 
single congres- 
sional district on 
and after the 


election of 1922. 

This congress, 
before its final 
adjournment on 
March 3, 21, 
will doubtless 
pass the decen- 
nial apportion- 
ment act and 
the Georgia leg- 
islature of June 
following will 
have the duty of 
fixing the new 
congressional 
districts of the 
state for the fol- 
lowing ten 
years. 

Because of the 
late war and the 
consequent 
heavy decline of 
immigration the prospect is that the 
enumeration of inhabitants in the 
forty-eight states will not show 
such an increase of population in 
1920 over 1910 as will necessitate a 
sensible enlargement of the ratio 
for congressional representation. 

Whatever increases may appear 
are likely to be so distributed as to 
make it possible to absorb them by 
a slight increase of the membership 
of the house of representatives; and 
it can stand for widely casual in- 


creases from its present number of 
435 members up to perhaps 450. 


That last named figure is pretty 
certain to take up all the increase 
of population that the new census 
will show. That increflse will be in 
spots over the map and the added 
members be widely distributed, not 
materially raising the representa- 
tion of any one or more states. The 
redistributions of population 
through war exigencies will locate 


the new memberships very likely in 
the larger cities of the nation. . 

Georgia is fairly certain to retain 
her twelve members, and pagsibly, 
unless the ratio is greatly aug- 
mented, might find herself with 
thirteen members after 1922. . 

In either case, in all justice and 


equity, Fulton county should be set 
up as a congressional unit. 

She will unquestionably have a 
population that will entitle her to 
that classification. 

Her position as the capital county 
of the state and the great interests, 
subject especially to national legis- 
lation, that are centered in and 
about Atlanta, make it eminently 
the square deal to give them an 
unique and undivided representation 
in the national house, 

In asking that much of the legis- 
lators of Georgia, when they come 
to make the new apportionment in 
1921, the people of Fulton county 
will be advancing no unusual or 
flamboyant request. 


There are seventeen such  dis- 
tricts fn the union now, not count- 


ing those greater cities that have 
more than a single congressman. 

The single counties containing the 
following cities are whole  con- 
gressional digtricts, viz.: Birming- 
ham in Alabama, Berkeley in Cali- 
fornia, Denver in Colorado, Hartford 
in Connecticut, Stamford in same 
state, Indianapolis in Indiana, Louis- 
ville in Kentucky, St. Paul in Min- 
nesota, Kansas City in Missourl 
Paterson in New Jersey, Columbus 
in Ohio, Portland in Oregon, Seattle 
in Washington, and the four fol- 
lowing in Pennsylvania, namely, 
Lancaster, Scranton, Wilkes-Barre 
and Pottsville. 

The ratio of population per dis- 
trict in 1910 was 211,877. By the 
census on which these districts 
were made, for instance, Lancaster 
county in Pennsylvania had 167,029 
population, and for ten years has 
been one ‘undivided congressional 
district. 

Passaic county in New Jersey, 
with Paterson as its city, had only 
209,891. -The Pennsylvania district 
which embraces Pottsville had 20%,- 
894; and even Denver, city and coun- 
ty, one congressional district, had 
213,381. 

Let, some of our Fulton county po- 
litical sharps round up the available 
and necessary data, and let Atlanta's 


council and business: bodies frame 
up in advance the campaign that 
will put Atlanta, in this congression- 
al aspect, equal with such other 
state capitals as Denver, Hartford,

Crime of Mob Violence Unpunished 
In Georgia, Declares Mrs. Felton 


Editor Constitution: After read- 
ing the able article of Sam W. Small 
in The Constitution of January 7, 


I feel constrained to echo the state- 
ments made in his closing para- 
graph: 

‘‘When a mob can safely mock the judge, 
sidetrack the sheriff and his power to sum- 
mon the whole country to his side, pack the 
jury box, and defiantly sit down to supper 
with its hands red with the blood and 
grimy from the charred bones of a safely- 
captured and surely helpless human subject 
of the law, then civilization has become a 
delusion and the face of God become clouded 
by the smoke of its funeral pyre.” 

It-goes without saying that the 
hope of the country lies in the 


honesty of our judiciary and the 
integrity of our juries, 


Since it has been made the priv- 
ilege of juries to fix the sentence 


on the person or persons convicted 
of the crime of mob violence, the 
matter has become worse. For in- 
Stance, I can direct you to a case 
tried before a superior court judge 
as late as September, where a white 
man, or a man born with a white 
for there is a distinction and 
a difference, entered the home of a 
negro woman, surrounded by her 
children, and committed such acts 
of violence as to be indicted by a 
grand jury of white men, and con- 
victed, on the evidence furnished 
at the trial, by a jiiry of white men, 
and that jury, with the usual mob 
spirit inside of them, placed a sen- 
tence of a year in the chaingang. 
The indictment was for rape. 


SAYS JURIES 
ARE PUSSYFOOTING. 

The sentence declared the crime 
to be rape. The extenuating cir- 
cumstances, as mentioned to me, 
were an alleged “blind tiger” kept 
in the house of the negro woman, 
and that the white rapist was 
drunk, 

It also goes without saying that 
a crime of that sort committed 
by a negro on a white woman would 
have been finished by daylight, by 
Judge Lynch, and the negro would 
have been only “charred remains.” 
The rapist was let out on bond, 
seeking a new trial. He was point- 
ed out to me, riding in a buggy 
through the county town, as bra- 
zen as the brass on a policeman’s 
official badge, and as free as 
you or I. 

If a new trial is allowed a white 
jury will repeat its verdict and 
fix the sentence, and that will 
end it.

As a rule, the county officers 
cannot discern a lyncher. There is 
no such animal when he gets in 
sight or halting distance. AS a 
rule, the juries are pussy-footing 
around the facts, if they are in- 
formed of them by indignant citt- 
zens in the grand jury room, 

As a rule, the judges who are 
called upon to listen to court trials 


of such crimes are much relieved 
that the obliging juries can convict 
and name the punishment. 

For the life of me, I cannot see 
where the judge is needed at all— 
he is only allowed to pronounce 
the verdict of the white jury, and 
the white jury will always shield 
the white man, in all such cases. He 
would have to emigrate if he exer- 
cised the prerogative of dealing out 
justice in the raw to these lynchers 
—who are not only lynching for the 
of rape, but for any other 
offense that violent men are cer- 
tainly caught—red-handed. 

SEVEN LYNCHINGS

THE HIGH COST OF SICKNESS—2. 
LADY BOUNTIFUL INSISTS. 
Some thirty-five years ago there 


was established in Germany a 580- 
cialistic scheme which purported to 
insure medical care end other 
necessities to working people in 
time of sickness. In Germany un- 
der this paternalistic plan the 
working people received perhaps the 
most unconsiderate care and treat- 
ment the sick in any civilized coun- 
try have ever been given. Every 
doctor who has ever visited Ger- 
many knows how insignificant the 
patient is in the estimation of the 
medical man under this socialistic 
plan. 

In England a similar scheme was 


adopted a few years ago, and far 
from improving public health, as its 


sponsors had _ predicted, the so0- 
called health insurance law rather 
lowered the health standard of 
England. It was inevitable that the 
scheme should do so, for in prac- 
tice it placed a premium on com- 
mercialism and dishonesty in the 
medical profession. Boctors, being 
human, have their weaknesses, 
their cupidity and their underhand- 
ed tactics, which the so-called 
health insurance scheme too fre- 
quntély called into play. When a 
doctor, under such a scheme, is paid 
so much a head, rather than the 
actual value of his service in a 
given case, he tis likely to rush 
matters, if he happens to be a man 
of easy. conscience, and merely 
string along those under his care, 
precisely as the lodge doctor, the 
prison doctor, the contract indus- 
trial doctor does in America. 

Who wants compulsory health 
insurance in this country? Why, 
everyone wants it. of course, if 
there is really such a thing. But 
there is no such thing. What is 
called compulsory health insurance 
is actually compulsory sickness in- 
surance, anda disappointing kind of 
insurance at that. The representa- 
tives of organized labor are on rec- 
ord against this socialistic plan; the 
medica] profession everywhere is 
almost unanimously against the 
plan—I mean the real practitioners,

Psychological Moments 


In the Franco-Prussian war the) 
Germans talked about the “psy- 
chological moment,” by which they 
meant the psychic factor or mo- 
mentum rather than any special 
time. In this war they have been 
talking about the day. It is time 
itself which will defeat these same 
Germans. 

Do you have psychological mo- 
ments, or * are your times purely 
physical? Does time act upon you 
as it has worked upon the stone, as 
it shows its powers in the plant, 
or do you take the pendulum into 


your own hands? Do you watch 
the clock, or do you yourself drive 
the hands around? 

Psychological moments are in- 
ternal; they are marked by clock 
wheels within wheels. Time is so 
arranged that a moment here may 
be altogether different from a mo- 
ment there. All depends upon the 
wiil of the individual. The clock is 
neutral; it marks all hours alike. If 
you are to have special psychologi- 
cal moments you must mark them 
yourself. 

True time is such that a cycle of 
Cathay cannot compare with a cen- 
tury of Europe. Standard time is so 
constituted that a day in the hign 
courts of Truth and Beauty is bet- 
ter than a thousand upon the low- 


lands of humdrum and drab. The 


real moment is. psychological, soul- 
like. 


To make psychological moments 


you must look into the clock. The 
special, sudden moment is measured 
in terms of insight. When one has 
seen into the mystery of things the 
time moment is really eternal. The 
first moment when the Wright 
brothers flew in ‘the simple air- 
plane had the power to lift them 
above the mere time of earth to the 
time-lessness of the skies. From 
that moment forth the character of 
time was changed. 

The times that are psychological 
are those in which the will takes 
hold of life and makes resolutions 
for us. The will has the power to 
turn time into eternity. It can 
change general considerations into 
the overt act. It can change the 
earth into a star. 


Feeling is another factor which. 
has power to change time into 
timelessness. Grand emotion is so 
rare with us that we have to pay 
actors to engender and express it 
for us. The grand emotion is eter- 
nal. It makes the heart stand still 
and lets it lay hold of the eternal. 

Perhaps you need to change the 
clock. You have set it an hour 
ahead. Why not try to have it 
mark the depth as well as the 
length of your moments, your psy- 
chological ones?

Mrs. Amick Tells 
Story of Troubles 
With Her Husband 


Denies Making Statement 
in Court That She Shot 
Him—Still Loves Him 
for Baby’s Sake, She 
Says. 


For the first time since her ar- 
rest on Wednesday, December $31, 
1919, in connection with the myste- 
rious shooting of her husband, Mrs. 
W. W. Amick talked freely to a re- 
porter for The Constitution yester- 
day. 

Mrs. Amick emphatically denied 
having stated in the federal grand 
jury room Saturday afternoon, 
where her husband, W. W. Amick, 
was being given a preliminary hear- 
ing before Judge Carter on charges 
of forgery, that she had shot her 
husband, and “would do it again.” 
The statement in question had been 
attributed to her in an account of 
the hearing which appeared Swun- 
day in an Atlanta newspaper. Ac- 
cording to the newspaper report, she 
had said, after the attorney for 
Amick had declared that she had 
shot Amick: “Yes, I shot him. I'd 
shoot him again.” 

Woman Dentes Statement. 

“I absolutely did not make that 
remark,” said Mrs. Amick, com- 
menting on the statement accredited 
to her. She further declared that 
she had not at any time made any 
rémark to that effect. 

Amick was arraigned before Com- 
missioner Carter Saturday after- 
noon for perliminary hearing on a 
federal warrant sworn out by Mrs. 
Amick, in which she charges him 
with having forged her. name to 
certain postoffice money orders in 
December, 1918. The money orders 
consisted of monthly allotments 
made by C. B. Dodson, a former hus- 
band of Mrs. Amick, who was at 
that time in France, to Mrs. Amick 
for the support of his five-year-old 
child. The hearing was postponed 


after two hours of discussion by at- 
dane dae for both sides, until January 
3 


During the course of the hearing 
letters were introduced by attor- 
mneysfor Amck purporting to show 
Mrs. Amick to bea woman of doubt- 
ful character. Speaking on this 
phase of the case Mrs. Amick said 
Monday: 

“There is nothing low down that 
Amick has left undone. These ef- 
forts to hurt my name are only 
characteristic of his conduct to- 
wards me all the time. Attorneys 
forAmick soughtto show thatI have 
recently traveled *from one large 
city to another. I have. But I was 
doing only what any other mother 
would have done. I was going from 
city to city in search of Amick, who 
had kidnaped my baby, and had 
him in his possession. As God is 
my judge, I have done nothing to 
bring stain on my name.” 


Tells Pathetic Story. 


Mrs. Amick told a pathetic story 
of the alleged cruel treatment on 
the part of Amick. She told in 
detail an incident which she as- 
cribed as being the indirect cause 
of the recent developments in their 
domestic troubles. 

According to Mrs. Amick, on te 
night of October 1, while sne and 
Amick, with their nine-months-old 
boy, were on a train route to 
Portsmouth, Va., Amic left the 
berth, on the pretense of going to 
the smoker Upon awakening along 
about 1 o’clock the following morn- 
ing, she found that Amick had left 
the train, taking with him a large 
quantity of wearing apparel, and 
more than $40 in cash, leaving Mrs. 
Amick with only 4 cents. Mrs. 
Amick declares she had to enlist 
in Portsmouth, sh ehad to enlist 
help in providing clothing for her- 
self and baby. 

Mrs. Amick took out warrants in 
Greenville, which was their home 
at that time, charging Amick with 
desertion and cruel treatment. Lat- 
er, Mrs. Amick says, Amick kid- 
napped the baby and for several 
weeks she employed detectives to 
aid her in the search for him. 

No word was received from 
Amick until] November 8, when she 
received a communication from him 


‘saying that he and the baby were 


in Atlanta. She came here, and 
upon the entreaties of Amick, who 
site says earnestly promised to set- 
tle down with her and try to lead 
a happy life, she had the warrants 
in Greenville withdrawn, thus re- 
a $500 bond 
which he was under, to insure his 
appearance for trial in Greenville 
on January 3, 1920. 

Mrs. Amick says that as soon as 
the warrants were withdrawn 
Amick became as cruel] as ever. Al- 
most in rhe same breath that con- 
tained attacks on Amick,’ Mrs. 
Amick declared that she still loved 
him, but that the charge of forging 
the money orders had been brought 
by her because he had broken his 
promises to treat her right. 

“At the time Amick asked me to 
withdraw the warrants, I resolved 
10 do so, and was glad for the sake 
of the baby to give him another 
chance, for I loved him. I stil! love 
him, for the baby’s sake,” she said.

HARDWICK 1S COUNSEL 


FOR SOVIET DIPLOMAT 


By James A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 
Washington, January 12.—The ap- 


pearance of former Senator Thomas |. 


W. Hardwick, of Georgia, in Wash- 
ington today for the purpose of be- 
coming one of the counsel for Lud- 
wig C. A. K.. Martens, self-styled 
ambassador from soviet Russia, in 
the hearing before the senate for- 
eign relations committee, has cre- 
ated keen interest. 

This interest has been accentuat- 
ed, it is recalled, that one of the 
first acts of the ‘‘reds’”’ in the post- 
war campaign of violence in Amer- 
ica was the sending of a number 
of death bombs through the mails 
to prominent men of the country, 
ane of which was addressed to the 
Georgian, the latter exploding. in 
the presence of Mrs. Hardwick and 
her maid and severely wounding 
the latter. No man has been more 
strenuously opposed to alien radi- 
calism, and has denounced more 
vigorously the acts of violence of 
anarchists, bolshevists, soviets or 
any other faction or clan, than the 
Georgia ex-senator., It is with 
knowledge of this fact that Mr. 
Hardwick’s appearance in defense of 
the soviet “ambassador” is received 
with interest. That his reasons, pro- 


fessional and personal, for doing sof 


are sound no one will question.

TELS HOW DRY FUND 
LL BE EXPENDED 


Dr. Howard Russell, founder of 
the Anti-Saloon League of America, 
who has been in Atlanta for some 
time assisting in the co-ordination 
of plans for the inception of the 
campaign for funds to assist in law 
enforcement, to begin on January 
16, the day the eighteenth amend- 
ment goes into effect, recently gave 
out an announcement as to how the 
funds ra‘sed in the drive are to be 
expended. 

Georgia’s quota 


in the drive is 
$650,000, $200.000 of which is  .x- 
nected to be raised in Atlanta, al- 
though the actual quota assigned to 
Atlanta is only $156,000. 

The funds raised, according to Dr. 
Ruesell, are to be used in an ex- 
tensive program, involving the fol- 
lowing three heads: (1) home law 
enforcement: (2) Americanization 
of the foreign; (3) a dry world by 
1939. 

Ore-fourth of the money collected 
will be left in the stste to aid home 
law enforcement. By this is meant 
the enforcement of national and 
state prohibition laws by keeping 
nublie sentiment alert and active in 
backing al} officials in the enforce- 
ment of law. keeping the question 
before the people and educating the 
masses in regard to the dangerous 
ch#Pfacter of aleohol, the reasonable- 
ness of prohibition and the bene- 
fits of strict enforcement. 

“Officers who entorce the lav 
must be supported and those who 
are lax in enforcement must bv 
opposed,’ says Dr. Russell. “Liq- 
vor interests have organtzer—with 
a $409.000,000 fund, it is said— 
twenty-four states in the effort to 
elect a congress that will weaken 
or repcal the prohibition laws.” 

Another one-fourth of the money, 
according to Dr. Russell, will go to 
the National Anti-Saloon league for 
work among the aliens in this 
country. Law-abiding citizens must 
be made of these reigners who 
stay in America thirdign ediication, 
literature and speakfng in the lan- 
gtage they know and understand. 
These scattered colonies can only 
be reached through the systematic 
and studied proparanda as planned 
by this organization.

TC SOCIALISTS 


Leading New York Law- 
yers and Trustees of Cit- 
izen’s Union Denounce 
Assembly’s Action—La- 
bor Bodies in Fight. 


New York, January .12.—Ieading 
members of the New York Bar as- 
sociation, the trustees of the New 
York City club and the trustees of 
the Citizens’ Union united today in 
voicing condemnation of the action 
of the state assembly in suspend- 
ing its five socialist members. At 
the same time representatives of 
more than one hundred labor and 
social organizations pledged the 
suport of their bodies in the fight 
to reinstate the social leg slators 
at.a mass meeting he'd under the 


auspices of the socialist party to- 
night. The mass meeting was 


opened with the announcement of. 


a contribution of $10,000 by the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America. 

The first protest of the day 
against the action of the assembly 
came in the form of a resolution 
which will be offered at the annual 
meeting of the bar association to- 
morrow night and which is spo.- 
sored by Charles E. Huches, Charles 
S. Whitman, George W. Wicker- 
sham. Louis Marshal, Morgan J. 
O’Bri:g. Henry L. Stimson, Herbert 
L. Pa. sons and Ogden L. Mills. This 
resolution denounces the suspen- 
sions of the five assemblymen as a 
threat to “the very foundations of 
representative government.” 

The same ground was t»ken by 
the trustees of the city club who 
issued a statement declaring that 
the assembly's action “can be re- 
garded as nothing less than an as- 
sault upon representative govern- 
ment in this city and st2te and upon 
the peace and social welfare of this 
community.” copies of the state- 
ment were telegraphed tonight to 
the legislative leaders. 


ASSEMBLY REFUSES 


TO RESCIND ACTION. 

Albany, N. Y., January 12.—An 
attempt to reinstate the five sus- 
pended socialist members of the as-. 
sembly failed tonight. Assembly- 
mah Charles D. Donahue, of New 
York, the democratic leader, moved 
reconsideration of the vote by 
which the suspending resolution 
was adopted, but the motion was 
lost 33 to 71. 

Mr. Donahue first introduced & 
resolution calling upon the assem 
bly to allow the socialists to re- 
sume their seats until such time 
as that body might, by a pruper 
vote, decide the charges contained 
in the preamble of the Adler reso- 
lution, by which they were barred 
from further proceedings last 
Wednesday. 

Speaker Sweet ruled that the 
resulution was not in order, in that 
under the rules only by reconsid- 
eration of the vote on the Adler 
resolution could the question be 
brought before the house. 

“The inference has gone abroad 
throughout the entire nation,” Mr. 
Donohue said, “that the men wh 
have been indicted by a resolutPon 
presented by the majority leader 
have been convicted before they 
have had an opportunity to be 
heard. Their constituents are de- 
prived of representation here, and 
I bélieve they ought to be repre- 
sented.

penses between the city and coun- 
ty should be taken up as the first 
big issue, This plan was tried 
once, when the mayor appointed a 
special committee to look into the 
situation. 

“At that time, the county attor- 
ney stated the step was not legal, 
and the matter was’ subsequently 
dropped. The committee is still in 
existence, but their work ended 
with the county attorney’s ruling. 
Recent developments, however, have 
convinced me that it is legal for 
the county to bear some share of 
the expenses of operating Grady 
hospital. County convicts are em- 
ployed in working the streets of 
Atlanta, because their labors result 
in mutual benefit to city and coun- 
ty. Granting an appropriation to 
Grady from county funds, because 
the hospital is an institution where 
residents of Fulton county are ac- 
corded the same privileges and giv- 
en the same attention as citizens of 
Atlanta, would be just as legal, 
and I think it could be adjusted 
harmoniously. 

“Grady hospital must expand, 
must grow in the same proportions 
as Atlanta, To accomplish this, 
money is_needed. If appropriations 
to care for the continued growth of 
the hospital are not granted, then 
we will be forced to get along with 
an institution just. one-third as 
large as we should have. 

“We must realize,” said Mr. Me- 
Gehee, “that conditions which ap- 
plied to Atlanta, when it was a 
city of perhaps 50,000 population, 
are not applicable now, that the 
city’s growth has boosted the pop- 
ulation to numbers that approach 
the quarter million mark. Our pub- 
lic institutions must, through ne- 
cessity, be cared for by liberal an- 
nual appropriations.”

Woodrow Wilson’s Double 
Pays Atlanta Short Visit

You’re wrong. It isn’t Woodrow 
Wilson urging the ratification of the 
peace treaty, but is James J. McCabe, 
noted musical. compos and educa- 
tor, relating a good joke to friends, 


they had a foundation a bit firmer 
than the ordinary rumor that floats 
around, for there was real cause 
last week for such a rumor to get 
a start. 

There are doubtless few persons 
outside of books and the movies 
with features so much alike as 
Woodrow Wilson and James J. Mec- 
Cabe, noted musical composer, and 
prominent educator, being a dis- 
trict school supervisor in New York 
city, who stopped over in Atlanta a 
short while last week, en route from 
Oklahoma, where he had been vise 
iting, to his home in New York city. 

The marked resemblance between 
the two has been the basis for many 
unusual happenings. During his 
stay in Atlanta he was a guest at 
the Piedmont hotel. On the first 
night Of his stay there, rumors were 
circulated, probably by bell-hops or 
elevator maids, taht the president 
was a guest at the~hotel. 

Taller Than President. 

These rumors eventually reached 
P the guests, who 
went down to the lobby to satisfy 
their curiosity. Upon their first 
glance at Mr. McCabe they thought 


No doubt rumors have drifted over 


they were indeed fortunate in stop- 
ping at the same hotel with the chief 
executive of the nation. 


Mr. McCabe is a trifle taller than 
the president, and more powerfully 
built. Photographed, however, they 
look alike. It’s not an unusual oc- 
currefte for Mr. McCabe to have 
someone on the street gaze at him 
with a startled expression, and then, 
after passing by, peer at him, ap- 
parently puzzled, for the resem- 
blance is remarkable, to say the 
least. 


On November i11, 1918, the day 
that the whole nation was jubilant 
over the signing of the world-war 
armistice, Mr. McCabe happened to 
be leisurely strolling along near 
the public library in New York city. 
The victory celebration in that city 
was at-its height. Someone in the 
jostling crowd of merry-hakers sin- 
gzgled Mr. McCabe out and raised the 
shout of “the president!” 


The mob took up the cry, and the 
embarrassed citizen fled, with a 
crowd that gradually became a 
gathering of several thousand at his 
heels. He attempted to enter the 
library, but was caught onthe steps 
of the institution. Photographers 
sprang from all sides. Frantically 
waving his arms and making vari- 
ous gestures, he attempted to make 
an explanation. 


Thought He Was Speaking. 


“Hush! the president is making 
a speech!” someone in the crowd 
roared. He again waved his arms, 
in deniak “He’s leading the 
cheers,” shouted the crowd. He 
burst out laughing at the situation, 
and the laugh made the resemblance 
more emphatic than ever. Thousands 
of New Yorkers did not Know, until 
they read the papers the following 
morning, that they had not witness- 
ed in pantomimeaspeech by Presi- 
dent Wilson from the steps of the 
publie library. 

Mr. McCabe won nation-wide fame 
as a musical composer when he 
wrote an entirely new tune for 
the anthem, “America.” This work 
invoked editorial praise from lead- 
ing musical publications in America, 
and letters of congratulations from 
eminent ,musical authorities over 
the country. In commenting on his 
reasons for thinking a new air 
was needed for the anthem, Mr. Mc- 
Cabe said: 

“This tune was written in response 
to the feeling that our beautiful 
anthem should be sung to  musi¢e 
composed for it by an American, and 
that the borrowed tune of “God Save 
the King” should beused solely for 
the’ British anthem, to which it 
rightfully belongs.” 

It is said that this American tune 
has been adopted by the New York 
board of education for use in the 
schools of that city, and is now in 
use in thousands of places in the 
United States, in Hawaii, in Alaska 
and in some of the American mis- 
sions in the Far East. More than 
1,500,000 free cgpies of the vocal 
score: have been sent by the com- 
poser in response to requests from 
all parts of the world.
